A.R.P. (air raid precaution) in- 
struction on a larger scale.

Camp Soldiers Will Take 
Legion Classes At N.H.S. 



High School Teachers 

Will Give Instruction 

To Soldiers 

Four rooms al Newmarket high 
school will be made available for 
night classes arranged by Can- 
adian Legion War Services, it 
was decided by the high school 
board at a meeting in the coun- 
cil chamber on Tuesday evening. 

The board reopened its prev- 
ious decision against holding 
these classes in the high school 
after hearing Lieut. O. A. 
Crutchcr, educational officer at 
the Newmarket training camp, 
Capt. Arthur Harden, Toronto, 
regional secretary for the Cana- 
dian Legion in M.D. No. 2, and 
T. A. Lamon, Toronto, counsellor 
of the Canadian Legion. 

Lieut. Cftltcher asked for seven 
or eight rooms, but said that at 
present he needed only five. 
Four teachers at the high school, 
headed by Principal J. D. Das- 
tcdo, hod volunteered to help 
with the instruction. As only 
men teachers would be used, it 
might be necessary to bring some 
teachers here from other schools 
for particular subjects or to share 
the load. 

Lieut. Crutchcr said that after 
the war the government would 
pay $9 a week to a single man 
and $13 a week to a married man 
to help Win complete any course 
lie might have started while in 

the army. 

"Education makes a belter sol- 
dier," said Lieut. Crutchcr. "It 
wo'Jld amaze you if you knew 
the number of men in the army 
who can't read or write." 

Lieut. Crutchcr said that the 
Legion supplied materials and 
equipment, and would pay extra 
carctaking costs. 

"How many boy** do you ex- 
pect you will have to start?" 
asked Chairman Fred Chantlcr. 
"Forty or 50 to start, maybe 
120 to 150 as the word gets 
around," Lieut. Crutchcr said. 

He said that he would want 
the rooms from 7 to f>, but that 
classes would usually be over by 
8,30, and that cleaning up could 
start at 8 o'clock. He said that 
outstanding speakers, Principal 
J, B. Bastedo, Headmaster Joseph 
McCulley, and others would be 
obtained to speak on some occa- 
sions. 

"If you feel that you can't give 
us up to seven or eight class- 
rooms, wo would l>e glad to have 
whatever you can give us," 
Lieut. Crutchcr said. 

"It would be rather difficult 
'or the caretaker to atari nt 
o'clock and clean up fteven or 
eight rooms*" wild Mr. Chantlcr. 
"We don't wonl to put too much 
on our caretaker, but he fs very 
anxious to help the soldiers." 

On the motion of W. J* Patter- 
son the hoard put four room* at 
the disposal of the I-cglon. The 
Legion representatives thanked 
the board and expressed them- 
selves on very pleased.

and years, men will still say, 
"This was their finest hour/ 

"If our armies and our people 
arc unalterable in their desire 
for victory we may perhaps in 
the final months of the year 
find our armies driving through 
lo victory. 

"I have an overwhelming grat- 
itude to you members of the 
council. I don't know any mayor 
who has had more support."

BY INSPECTORS 

All Teaching Good. 

Some Better Than 

Good. Is Report 

LIKE ASSEMBLY 

Inspectors A. G. Hooper and 
W. A. Jennings have reported 
that the teaching observed at 
Newmarket high school "was all 
of good quality and much of It 
was considerably above the aver- 
age." 

The report said: "Miss Lunn, 
who joined the staff last Septem- 
ber, has had previous successful 
experience and has made a very 
promising beginning in this 
school. 

"The spelling and the oral 
reading of the pupils of Grade 
IX are equal to the average 
usually found in this grade. The 
results which arc being achieved 
in chorus reading arc commend- 
able. The writing of these 
pupils shows that they have had 
definite instruction and regular 
practice in this subject: their 
work in writing is well above the 
average. 

"Tl^e completed work in art is 
of superior quality. This subject 
is taught in a room well equipped 

for the purpose. The desks have 

been carefully designed and are 
being kept in excellent condition. 
The supply room adjacent is very 
convenient for supplies and for 
storage of completed work. 

"A good feature of the science 
records is the use of diagrams 
labelled so as to show important 
observations and conclusions. 

"The enrolment at this school 
is practically the same as that of 
a year ago. The principal wisely 
decided to organize the Grade 
IX pupils into four classes, in 
order that, during the first year 
of high school, they should have 
careful direction and supervision. 
"The general tone of the school 
is good. The pupils proceed from 
the room in orderly fashion and 
without loss of time. They arc 
courteous and appear willing to 
co-operate with their teachers in 
tho classroom work. 

"We were glad to have an 
opportunity of attending one of 
the sessions of the morning 
assembly which is held daily. 
This assembly is well conducted 
and forms a good beginning for 
the work of the day. We have 
suggested that the program 
might frequently include a ref- 
erence to current events. 

'Tito results obtained last year 
in the upper school departmental 
examinations were excellent and 
are one indication of the effect- 
iveness of the teaching and of 
the responsive efforts of the 
pupils. 

"We suggested to the principal 
that he make regular visits to 
observe the work of the closs- 
rooms. By this means the school 
would continue to benefit from 
his experience ns a teacher. 

"We had the pleasure of 
meeting the chairman and sev- 
eral members of the bunrd and 
of discussing with them mailers 
pertaining to the school."

Board Of Health 
Doesn't Feel Health 

- 

Nurse Needed Now 

Communicable Disease Regulations At Fault, 
M.O.H. Believes, Placarding Is Needed For Control 



The Newmarket board of 
health held its last meeting of 
the year at the clerk's office on 
Dec. 31, all the members of the 
board being present: W. J. Pat* 
terson, chairman, Dr. L. W. Dales, 
mayor, Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.O.H., 
and N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk. 

"The business consisted of the 
passing of current accounts, the 
report on the town milk supply, 
the water situation and the em- 
ployment of a health nurse" Dr. 
Wesley reports. "There has been 
a great improvement in the qual- 
ity of the milk as delivered to 
the dairies and one of the dairies 
received some very favorable 
comments from the board for the 
very decided improvement in 
their milk as judged by the bac- 
terial count and the butter fat 
test. 

"The unsatisfactory condition 

of the town water has always 
been a contentious subject of the 

board of health meetings ih the 

past, but, beyond a verbal report 
by the mayor as to the new waler 
supply and the hold-up in the 
completion of the new reservoir, 
nothing wos said. 

"In the matter of the employ- 
ment of a health nurse for the 
town schools, while the initiative 
in such a venture would be en- 
tirely with the board of health 



and her control under the juris- 
diction of the M.O.H., there was 
no action taken. While there 
was some difference of express- 
ion of feeling about the subject, 
it was dropped Into oblivion 
while wc arc putting up our big- 
gest efforts in the world war to 
preserve our present constitution 
and to keep this democratic coun- 
try a safe place in which to leave 
our growing children when we 
have 'crossed the bar.' 

'There was considerable dis- 
cussion about the number of cas- 
es of communicable diseases and 
the best means of keeping an 
effective quarantine in order to 
prevent the spread of diseases. It 
was the opinion of the M.O.H. 
that there can be no effective 
quarantine without placarding 
the houses, whereas the regula- 
tions for the control of commun- 
icable diseases do not require 
placarding for some diseases. 

"During 1941 there were re- 
ported, German measles, 34 cases, 
ordinary measles, 3, scarlet fever, 
25, mumps, 1, whooping cough, 6, 
chicken pox, 10, venereal disease, 
% undulant fever, 3, cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 1, tuberculosis 

(kidney), L 

"This summary of communi- 
cable diseases includes cases at 
j the military camp."

IN NUMBERS 

Preliminary census figures indicate that New- 
market and Aurora have both made slight popu- 
lation gains in the last ten years. Sutton too lias 
gone forward. The only York county munici- 
palities that have made substantial gains, how- 
ever, arc in the neighborhood of Toronto. Lea- 
side, for instance, has jumped from 938 popula- 
tion to 0,001. Forest Hill has more than doubled 
in population. North Gwillimbury and King 
townships have made slight gains, while Geor- 
gina, East Gwillimbury and Whitchurch have gone 
backward. Stouffville has made some progress 
and Holland Landing has moved from 285 in 1931 
to 326 in 1941. 

On the whole, there seems to have been an 
increase in town and village population and a 
decrease in rural population in northern York 
county. It is guess-work, of course, but the fig- 
ures would seem to bear out the commonly held 

belief that population has moved away from our 
farms. 



THINKING 

IN SHIBBOLETHS 

A popular distaste for war and particularly for 
conscription of men to fight the nation's battles 
gave currency during the pre-war years to talk 
of "conscription of wealth" in the event of an- 
other war. The principle of "conscription of 
wealth" we have always considered sound, but we 
have never thought of "conscription of wealth" 
as something likely to happen in our world. The 
best that we have ever hoped for is that, if v/e 
are unwilling that our money and our properly 
should be conscripted for war, then we should 
also be unwilling to conscript other people's lives. 

And that, we think, is the general consensus 
of opinion at the present time. However, some 
earnest persons arc determined that we should 
have conscription as a means of recruiting our 
armies. Generally speaking, they do not advo- 
cate it as the fairest way of deciding which of 
us shall serve in the armed forces but as a means 
of obtaining more soldiers than they think can 
be obtained through voluntary enlistment, and 
they seem to assume that Canada should provide 
whatever number of soldiers she can raise— and 
that whatever number of men are left will be the 
right number for Industry and agriculture. They 
do not discuss the relative need for tanks, planes, 
food and men. 

Just as opponents of conscription and of war 
in pre-war days coined the phrase "conscrip- 
tion of wealth" to show their distaste, so those 
who now advocate conscription of men have 
coined 'he phrase "compulsory selective service" 
to make military conscription more palatable. 
Just what does this mean? Some people intend 
that it should mean just what conscription meant 
in the last v/ar, thai a hoard should decide 
whether a man should serve in the army or 
whether he is more needed in his present job. 
Others intend that it should mean that all men 
would be paid as a soldier is paid, but that some 
would be put into uniform, others sent to farms, 
and others be placed in industrial jobs or lie 
allowed to continue in their present Jobs. 

We are not naive enough to think that any 
Canadian government is going to pay men in war 
industry the same wages that it pays soldiers, 
and so we believe that if v/e were to advocate 
"compulsory selective service" we would be 
advocating old-fashioned conscription. Like- 
wise, we believe that. If we were to advocate the 
conscription of man -power and wealth we would 
be, in effect,, advocating the conscription of men 
only. 



MEN 

BUT NOT MONEY 

There are two groups of people who are 
advocating the conscription of man-power for 
military service. There are those who genuinely 
believe that Canudu should increase her armed 
forces more rapidly and that that is the woy to 
increase them. Why this group do not advocate 
making the army more attractive, with pay 
equivalent to war industry pay, or with definite 
promises of employment after the war, and more 
generous and more easily obtained pensions for 
those who lose their health while in uniform or 
after being in uniform, wo do not know. It 
seems to us the logical way 1c speed up enlist- 
ments. 

There are those— a seeond group— who 
advocate conscription ol man-power for tlmlr own 
selfish reaHuns, They evidently believe that to 
send more soldiers and less tanks, planes, muni- 
tion! and equipment will prove cheaper for 
themselves. They nee less control of business 
after the war resulting from Canada making an 

r increased military contribution rather Ihan Urn 

Increased industrial contribution that she Is ho 
fitted to make. They see less national debt 
resulting from the increased military contribu- 
tion. They see less over-development of indus- 
try. Tliey see less of on unemployment problem 
on their hands. They mm less expense to them- 
r . selves, both now and after the war.

clearly and well n lot of things that some of 
of us don't see at alt, 

Think Hint we are imagining things? .rust 
rwd iho Financial Post, published In Toronto, 
In b front-page editorial column the Post last 
week cautioned the government imulnst cancel- 
ling, as forecast 111 the press, Britain's war debt. 



Any practical and mutually agreeable plan for 
handling Britain's war debt to Canada will meet 
with the general approval of the people of this 
country. . . . Britain will not find Canadians 
niggardly in any settlement. We are willing and 
eager to pool our war resources with our other 
allies in the common fight. But even among the 
closest friends any arrangement ol this magni- 
tude must be carried out in the proper way for 
permanent satisfaction ... in a matter involving 
billions of dollars it is important that qycry 
phase of any adjustment be announced in com- 
plete form. Great damage would be done to the 
finances of any country if the impression was 
created that debts were something that could be 
swept off the boards without careful considera- 
tion being given to all interests involved." 

The Post is afraid that some of its friends 
might be hurt, and of course they and everybody 
else in Canada would be hurt by Canada 
assuming Britain's war debt to Canada. 

The press had suggested that Premier King 
might welcome Mr. Churchill with the announce- 
ment that Canada had cancelled Britain's war 
debt. Wo don't say that Canada should do it, 
but we do say that such an announcement would 
have been welcomed with enthusiasm by the rank 
and file of Canadians, and would have echoed 
around the world. 

The Post, however, went on to start another 
editorial, headed "Canada Demands Compulsory 
Service," and beginning thus: "Prime Minister 
King could have offered no greater welcome to. 
Winston Churchill than a definite announcement 
that Canada was to adopt immediately selective 
compulsory service." 



BRITISH GREATNESS 

"History without politics has no fruit; politics 
without history have 110 root." It is in our mind 
that a political scientist named Seeloy expressed 
the above thought. Without some form of 
government a people make no progress, and only 
a government that grows gradually is stable 
and well-rooted. The government of Britain is 
possibly the finest in the world, because it has 
grown so gradually and has such a long "root." 
It is not set out in any hard-and-fast constitution 

as is the government of the United States, but 
is to be found in the common understanding, in 
tradition and in the history books. 

There is strength in this unwritten constitution. 
The British people have not the slightest fear 
that their government might be overthrown for 
a different form of government as the German, 
Spanish and French governments have been over- 
thrown. The British people even welcome 
attacks upon their form of government made by 
fiery speakers in Hyde Park. They approve of 
this safety-valve for blowing off excess steam. 

In fact, they believe in criticism of their 
government and criticism of themselves and by 
themselves. Thus we find a London publication, 
life New Statesman, attacking the British govern- 
ment for injustice to the natives of Southern 
Rhodesia. The article describes as "a purely 
Nazi policy" an act of the British parliament, 
recently effective, restricting 1,100,0(10 Africans to 
29,000,000 acre s, and reserving for 55,000 
Europeans 49,000,000 acres. 

it would seem that we discriminate even more 
aguinst the Negroes whom we left in Africa 

than we do against those whom we brought to 

this continent to enslave, 'Jills v/ar is partly a 

war against racial discrimination and against a 

doctrine of racial superiority, and from this war 

v/e shall perhaps learn a little more about loving 

our neighbor, regardless of his color, his racial 

origin, his religious beliefs, his language. 

The people that can criticize themselves will 

survive and grow. Where there is no criticism 

"the people perish,"

THE PUBLIC BUSINESS 

Criticism of the Oshawa board of education for 
excluding the press from its committee meetings 
was made at a meeting of the Oshawa Property 
Owners' Association last week. A common 
device on the part of public bodies which seek 
to keep their discussions to themselves is to 
resolve themselves into committee* of the whole 
and rule that the press Is not entitled to attend 
committee meetings. The hoard (or as it may be) 
then reconvenes and the committee reports, if 
it has agreed on anything, and the hoard adopts 
the report without discussion. Jn this way the 
public is prevented from knowing the considera- 
tions which entered into a decision, ami as a 
result is inclined to be unsympathetic with the 
board. However, there is no authority that we 
know of for excluding the press or the public 
from a meeting of a public body or from ils 
committee meetings. 

Nor can we see any value in keeping the public 
business from the public. Those who servo on 
a public body are not much more interested in 
the public body's business than is the public 
itself. On the oilier hand, if the public has a 
chance to learn something of its own business, 
It takes a sympathetic attitude, it is ready to 
pay Increased tax levies if they become necessary, 
and it Is able to produce well-informed persona 
to make replacements on the public body when 
vacancies occur. 

Tim way to make democratic institutions work 

is far those who have the responsibility of public 

office to keep as closely In touch as posslblu wilh 

the public. The easy way lo do that is through 
newspaper columns.

OPINION SURVEYS 

re 

A Toronto newspaper conducted a survey of 
weekly newspaper opinion last week on the 
question whether the people of various districts 
would "oppose'* conscription, if the government 
should decide it necessary, and provided that pro- 
vision should be made for farm labor and essen- 
tial industries labor. A study of the answers 
indicated that most of the editors believed that 
their .public would accept conscription if the gov- 
ernment decided that it was desirable. The value 
of that information is this, and nothing but this, 
that the government could know that, in the 
event of it making such a decision, it could anti- 
cipate reasonable co-operation from the people 
of Ontario in carrying out the decision. But to 
represent the result of such an inquiry as a 
"demand" for conscription is to "beg the ques- 
tion." . 

There is no general demand for conscription in 
Ontario, although an extended campaign on the 
part of newspapers which consider conscription 
desirable may create such a demand. Even if 
they ai'c able to create such a demand, it will not 
follow that such a demand is necessarily sound. 

The question of conscription to some extent 
involves the question of how many men shall be 
put into the armed forces and how many be 
allowed to remain in industry, and that latter 
question, we submit, is a question of grand 
strategy which cannot be wisely answered with 
the information at the disposal of the average 
citizen or the average newspaper. 

"Canadian Business," published by the Can- 
adian Chamber of Commerce, has an article by H. 
T. Stanner on the Gallup poll. "Dr. Gallup him- 
self is the first lo admit the limitations of any 
type of survey, no matter how scientific ... In 
military matters, for example, when it was clear 
that a large proportion of the British people fav- 
ored some direct European military action to 
relieve the pressure on Russia, it had to be real- 
ized tliat 'Mr. Average Citizen' is at best solely 
an arm-chair military strategist, and has neither 
the training, the experience nor the inside infor- 
mation necessary to determine the advisability of 
such a tremendously important military step. 
Consequently any government which is guided 
in its action by a demonstration of opinion might 

undertake a military manoeuvre that would have 

the direst consequences." 

A RAY OF HOPE 

Several optimistic forecasts that the war might 
end some time this year have appeared in print 
recently. Some writers have suggested the poss- 
ibility that Germany might collapse suddenly and 
the war end unexpectedly. The usually conser- 
vative W. R. Plewman painted a black outlook for 
Germany in Saturday's Toronto Star. The Allies 
are taking no chances. Their program spells 
eventual defeat for the Axis, but there is evident- 
ly reason to hope that, much depending on 
Russia, of course, the war might end this year or 
early next year. 

A NICE CONTRIBUTION 

"Canadian Business," published by the Cana- 
dian Chamber of Commerce, tells of a young 
French-Canadian mechanic who prior to the war 
developed a new type of carburetor for mixing 
oil ami air efficiently for oil-burning furnaces. 
This invention is now being used industrially in 
both Canada and the United States with a 
tremendous saving of fuel. In fact, the oil burns 
so completely that no chimney is necessary. 
This young Canadian, belonging to a branch of 
the Canadian family often -spoken of disparag- 
ingly, has given a tremendous boost lo the North 
American "war effort." 



WHAT OTHERS THINK 



CHURCHILL AND 
REPORTERS 

(SI. Thomas Times-Journal) 

II is little short of "lose mnjeste" for a British 
re|Mirter to attempt to ask a cabinet minister to 
say something for publication, especially if it be 
the prime minister himself. It is one of those 
things that "isn't done" in British newspaper and 
political circles, although Lloyd George on one 
occasion startled the government and the country 
ny giving n long interview lo a member of the 
staff of the Daily Telegraph upon a bill which

Prime Minister Churchill was a newspaper cor- 
respondent himself in bis early days and has 
always been very "approachable" when a reporter 
asked him for a missing word, or words, in a 
speech. The prilne minister no doubt hugely 
enjoyed his liberty of action when he faced . a 
barrage of questions at a press conference in 
Washington last week, but knowing his record as 
we do, it was not surprising. 

Shortly before the last war when he was first 
lord of the admiralty, Mr. Churchill presented 
prizes to sea cadets in London. As it was not 
an occasion for a "full dress" speech there were 
only two reporters present, and Mr. Churchill 
spoke for seven or eight minutes. Deciding to 
telephone the report to the office, one of them 
used a telephone in a hat and coat room where 
the instrument was behind a door and there was 
no light. The reporter could only read his notes 
dimly by the beam which came through by the 
hinges from a light in the corridor. Every now 
and then he paused to try and decipher a short- 
hand outline, and almost at once a voice from the 
other side of the door supplied the needed word 
or words. The reporter doing the telephoning 
assumed the helpful friend was the other reporter 
following with his notes. Imagine the surprise 
of reporter No. I when, on emerging from the 
room, he found that the prompter was no other 
than Mr. Churchill himself, who had been listen- 
ing-in while talking to some friends. Mr. 
Churchill grinned happily to the reporter and 
remarked: "Well, we got that pretty accurate, 
didn't we?" 

Mr. Churchill may have forgotten the incident. 
But the reporter, who is now on the editorial staff 
of the Times-Journal, never will. 



READY 

FOR ANY SACRIFICE 

(itowmanville Canadian Statesman) 
Tuesday's Globe and Mail devotes a full page 
to reports from the weekly press of Ontario. 
They sent to each this query: "If dominion gov- 
ernment decides compulsory selective service 
without limitations is necessary to maintain our 

fighting forces at adequate strength, do you think 

the people of your district would oppose it, pro- 
vided proper, provision is made for farm labor re- 
quirements and essential war industries?" Eighty- 
one editors responded. The result was: 72 call 
for all-out effort; 6 are in doubt and 3 are 
opposed. And of the three, M. Lacasse, editor of 
La Feuille d'Erablc, was most uncompromising. 

The division was not political. Only a few 
indicated political leanings and thus were apol- 
ogists for the government. The big majority 
didn't care what the stripe and personnel; the 
main thing was to get inspired leadership and 
get on with the war. Significant indeed was the 
fact that 26 editors referred directly and in no 
uncertain terms to the farm problem. The Globe 
and Mail points out that the weeklies have their 
fingers on the pulse of rural Canada in a way 
not approached by any other publicists. In 
referring to this rural voice, they ask; "Why has 
this voice not been carried to the floor of the 
house of commons by men elected by their con- 
stituents to serve there?" 

'Hint is a question which will be on the agenda 
of both conventions and hustings for pseudo- 
politicians to answer in the next federal contest. 
There will be a lot of new faces in the Ottawa 
house when a new parliament meets. Rural 
Canada won't lightly forget or forgive the 
deplorable condition they have been in due to 
lack of a farm policy and the Indifference of sit- 
ting farm members. And "sitting" seems to be 
an appropriate word.

COSTS EXCffD $200 



"There -wilt be a conviction on 
the c&nvM*lng for 6rder« charge 
w»d I fine you $150 and corts or 
three months in prison," Magistrate 
W, F. Woodliff*. in Newmarket 
police court on Tuesday, told 
Frank Welch, Petfetlaw. Hla 
worship later reduced the fine to 
$120 due to the fact that the costs 
amounted to $89.60. He also 
ordered that the liquor be con- 
fiscated. • 

A second charge of convasaing 
for orders was withdrawn and two 
other charges, keeping liquor for 
aale und illegal possession of 
liquor, were adjourned until Jan. 

13. . * 

According to the evidence of 

CtfOQty Constable William HIM, 
which was heard in court last 
•week, he had stopped the car 
driven by Mr. Welch about a half 
tnMe east of Pefferlaw in Georgina 
township and found in It "32 cases 
of beer and eight bottles of liquor. 
Constable W. E. Martindale pro- 
duced In court last week slips 
which he had obtained from the 
Liquor Control Board showing that 
the defendant had from Sept. 29 
to Nov. 10 purchased $868.65 worth 
of beer and $76.65 worth of liquor 
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from the Lindsay warehouse atora 
and from Sept. 1 to Sept 27 he had 
bought $512.10 worth of beer from 
the Jackson's Point store. 

Mrs. Dorothy Godfrey and 
Harry Godfrey of Pefferlaw 
appeared last week and stated 
that they had asked the accused 
to purchase beer for them. 

"Welch, you seem to have gone 
Into this in a large way," com- 
mented Magistrate Woodliffe. 
"There's a great deal of liquor 
involved." 

"I don't think it's a cane where 
the minimum should be imposed," 
stated Crown Attorney N. U 
Mathews. K-C. He added that if 
the costs had not been so high (on 
account of the number of witnesses 
and the distance they had to come), 
he wopld have asked for a fine of 
$200. "I suggest that a lesser 
penalty be given but one more 
than $100," he stated. 

The town of Newmarket, through 
its dog tax collector, Wellington 
Curtis, clamped down on citizens 
who neglected to purchase their 
1941 dog tags. Those fined $2 (the 
price of the tag) and costs were 
Freeman West, Roy Harman, Luke 
Lyons and Norman Hand (two 
dogs). 

Mr. Hand denied that he owned 
the dogs and told his worship that 
they belonged to a Mr. Pegg. who 
had been out of town and had 
instructed him to purchase the 
animals for Wm. He said that he 
had paid for their ta:;s the two 
years previous, hut that Mr. Pegg 
had reimbursed him for the mono- 
he had spent for the dogs. He 
further stated that during the last 
year the owner had left them in 
his (Mr. Hand's) shed, where he 
also fed them. He contended that 
as he did not own the dogs he was 
not responsible for the dog tags. 

His worship did not agree with 
Mr. Hand, however, and quoted the 
by-law which requires any person 
who -owns or harbors a dog about 
his place to purchase a dog tag. 

K. M. R. Stiver, who pleaded 
not guilty on behalf of Luke Lyons, 

stated Mr. Curtis had not adhered 
to the by-law, which says that 
notices should be placed In 20 
places in the town. Mr. Curtis 

admitted that he did not know 
whether that part of the by-law 
was carried out, as it was not his 
business. He said that notices 
had appeared in the local papers 
and that he hod visited the homes 
where there were dogs. 

"In the case before me there la 
no evidence that this notice did 
not reach the accused," stated 

Magistrate Woodliffe. 

Kllsworth Smart, who stated 

(hat he had paid a dog tax in 

April, 1941, and had a receipt to 

show for It, told his worship that 

he thought the license was for 
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1941. 
Mr. Curtis testified that Mr. 

Smart had not paid the 1941 do? 

tax but had paid for 1940. He 

explained the 1941 licenses did not 

come out until June and that the 

year runs from June to June. 

"He was collecting for 1940 
licenses and you thought he was 
collecting for 1941?" his worship 
asked Mr. Smart, who replied 
"Yes." 

"If you thought it was for 1941 
and he thought it was for 1940, you 
still haven't paid l&tO." stated 
Magistrate Woodliffe. "For that 
reason you must pay your 1041 
license. However, I won't charge 
you costs." 

"How old must a dog Oe to be 
licensed?" asked the defendant. 

"We never charge under an hour 
old," smiled the crown, who is 
also town clerk and solicitor. 

Mr. Curtlg told his worship that 
when he went to the home of Mrs. 
John Eustace the latter told him 
that she did not know she had to 
have a tag for a dog until it was six 
months old. He said that as it had 
been born in September he was 
charging one dollar. He further 
stated that on examining the dog 
he found it to be a female and told 
Mrs. Eustace that she would have 
to pay $1.50 In addition to the 
dollar she had alreudy given him. 
Mr. Curtis said that she then told 
him that her husband would pay 
the $1-50 on Dec. 1, at which time 
he returned for the money but 
instead of giving it to him she 
spoke sharply.

The two column article on "Dr. 
Boyd Calls War ... H is inter- 
esting and your explanation 
seems sound. 

Quebec province is mentioned 
and perhaps some explanation ot 
the majority's difficulties in 
Quebec should be known. 

Let us say first that as in all 
Canada French-speaking Cana- 
dians are Canadians first and 
want to do and boar their share. 

What is not so evident to non- 
residents is the fact that French- 

speaking residents depend and 

act largely en masse nt the call 
of their leaders. They arc be- 
coming but are not yet individ- 
ualists. Where attention should 
be called here in Quebec, is. to 
the clergy and the political 
leadership. Tne question to ask 
is, are they doing all in their 
power to encourage their follow- 
ers to back the empire's effort in 
every way? 

The cardinal has publicly pro- 
claimed his devotion to the cause 
of freedom and so have the pol- 
itical leaders. How about the 
lessee leaders who arc even 
closer to the people. They hold 
the answer. 

When the dominion govern- 
ment puts in force national selec- 
tive service, which by the way 
all of us believe lo he the ideal 
thing, let ua hope that it is not 
the so-called conscription type of 
the last great war. That was a 
tragedy. What is wanted is a 
service which calls on every male 
nnd female between the ages of 
21 and GO, clergy, nun or other 
profession included, to line up 
and take a share to the limit of 
each one's ability. 

All have the right to vote, then 
why not let all bear their share? 
The farce of the last war effort 
was that Ihe married man, the 
clergy and the women were all 
automatically exempt. In addi- 
tion in the last war conscription 
was 100 uoreenl worse than vol- 
untary effort because it took the 
young man who was often times 
most needed at home and left 
because of the ease with which 
exemptions were granted the one 
who should have vntuntceti'd. 

lly nil means let us have nat- 
ional service and let there be no 
exemptions except on physical 
grounds. 

If n man or woman has a right 
to vote then they should each do 
their share, clergy, nun nntl Inity.

FATHER OF NEWMARKET 
MAN DIES IN ORILLiA 

The death of Clarence (Clax) 
L. Maciuib, father of John Mac- 
nab, Newmarket hardware iner- 
t-hunt at his residence on Mon- 
day morning marked the passing 
of one of Orillia's foremost mer- 
chants. Mr. Macnab, who was in 
hfc 7flth year, had been in the 
hardware business since he was 
14, and on June 14 of last year 
marked his 60th year in business. 

Mr. Macnab began his career 
In 1880, in the hardware busi- 
ness, and continued in the hard- 
ware business almost to his 
death. Up until he became ill 
about three months ago, Mr. 
Macnab went to his store every 
day. though he left a large part 
of the detail to two sons. 

Mr. Macnab started as a lad to 
learn the hardware business with 
two of Orillia's pioneer business 
men. Peter Bertram and Mel- 
ville Millar. 

With the exception of a few 
months spent in Fenclon Falls, 
and thice years with W. G. Bing- 
ham, Mr. Macnab remained with 
Mr. Millar until IU92. when he 
and his brother, D. A. Macnab. 
bought out Mr. Bingham, and set 
up business for themselves under 
the firm name Macnab Bros. 
They had a silent partner. John 
McCosh, then one of the most 
orominent citizens of the town. 
Macnab Bros, remained in the 
Bingham block until 1908. when, 
on the introduction of local 
option, they took over the 
American House and fitted it up 
as a modern hardware store. 

In 1919 D. A. Macnab with- 
drew from the partnership, and 
C. L. Macnab took in his two 
sons, Kenneth and Alan, under 
the firm name of Macnab & 
Sons. In 1929 they removed to 
their present store, where the 

business has been carried on 

since. 

Clarence Leroy Macnab was a 

native of Orillia, a son of the 

late George Campbell Macnab, 

and a grandson on his mother's 

side of Athenaies King, one of 

Orillia's pioneers, who went 

there from Penetanguishene in 
1832. 

Mr. Macnab married twice. 
His first wife, Martha Fraser, 
predeceased him on Oct. 20, 
1905, and by that marriage two 
sons and one daughter survive. 
They are Kenneth and Alan 
Macnab, of Orillia, and Mrs. 
Frank Millard, of Dunnville. 
His second wife, Mary Louise 
Mallett, predeceased him in 
March. 1024. One son survives 
by this marriage, John Macnab, 
who has a hardware business in 
Newmarket. Two brothers also 
surviving are D. A. Macnab, 
Orillia, and Melville Macnab, 
Toronto. Two other brothers, 
Albert and Thomas (Tot) Mac- 
nab, and one sister, Miss Mamie 
Macnab. have also predeceased 
him.

'The law docs not permit sav- 
ing money to be spent by the 
municipality in. time of depress- 
ion. Therefore I advise you to 
keep up the municipal standard 
as high as possible. Do not let 
town property run down, and 
become a charge on the future. 

"In view of controversies about 
auditoriums, I am wondering if 
you would consider extensive 
renovation of the town hall 

"Something very drastic will 
happen in this town before we 
get certain individuals to become 
co-operative." 

"I have a profound conviction 
that it is our duty to defer all 
expenditures except those that 
are necessary," said Deputy- 
Reeve Joseph Vale. "It seems to 
be the reaction of municipal 
councils that as the prosperity of 
the ratepayers increases the ex- 
penditures of the councils in- 
crease; 

"I think it is time for us to 
sound a clarion call to munici- 
palities throughout the province 
that the process will be reversed 
in Newmarket, and that every 
expenditure will be scrutinized 
as though it were our own per- 
sonal expenditure. 

"This council has served the 
town well," said Mr. Vale. "We 
took a lot of criticism for putting 
in thc switchboard a couple of

essary to go to the trouble in this 
inland province to prepare 
against an attack by an enemy 
who is still at such a distance 
from us, but recent experiences. 
should teach us that the enemy 
will try to disrupt a country 
from within, and we should *be 
prepared for stealthy attacks, 
such as concealed bombing and 
gas. 

"After all, we are within easy 
range of the modern fleet-air 
bombing from tho eastern coast. 
And we are in a direct line be- 
tween important industrial cen- 
tres and in a direct line between 
military training centres. New- 
market itself is a military train- 
ing centre and a vulnerable spot 
and we should prepare accord- 
ingly. 

"In the unified effort of a com- 
munity to learn the tactics of 
civilian defence the very fact 
that many people are learning 
something of common interest lo 
all gives them a sense of trust 
and confidence in one another 
and in themselves . that will 
build up a morale that no enemy 
can destroy. 

"This preparation is gradually 
growing on this continent and we 
should lose no time in becoming 

pari of the scheme thai we may 

act with uniformity of purpose in 
any emergency." 

Mrs. R. J. Rogers of Sharon, 
who has taken a refresher course 
in A.R.P. work, gave an outline 
of the course. She emphasized 
the necessity of each one doing 
his part. Mrs. Rogers, with local 
nurses, will bo in charge of 
demonstration work in connec- 
tion with the lectures. 

Following Mrs. Rogers' talk, 
Lieut. W. J. Thomson of the 
Newmarket training o.ntre lec- 
tured on "Passive Air Defence" 
(air raid precautions). 

"The necessity for air raid 
precautions arises owing to the 
war situation, and is largely a 
matter of civilian defence, in co- 
operation with military defence," 
Lieut. Thomson said. 

"The air raid precaution 
organization should be tinder a 
capable leader, appointed or 
approved by, and working in 
conjunction with, the civic auth- 
orities and leaders. 

"The town should be divided 
into air raid defence localities 
under n local leader, whose duty 
it will be to organize the houses 
in that section, receive and relay 
orders from headquarters, and 
generally put that section into n 
complete stale of readiness for 
an emergency, should it arise. 

"P.A.D. organization includes 
headquarters, telephone ex- 
change, first aid posts, fire sta- 
tions and auxiliary fire posts, 
look-outs and police. 

"Too much emphasis cannot be 
laid upon the fact that there is 
really nothing to fear, and if we 
simply imitate the courage of our 
tenders, such as Winston Chur- 
chill, and face these apparent 
dangers, they will be readily dis- 
pelled 

"Air raids may lake the form 
of bombing, both high explosive 
and incendiary, gas spray and 
machine gunning. 

'The psychological effect is 
very largely accounted for by the 
noise, suspense, surprise, ignor- 
ance and false rumors, all tend- 
ing' to produce a state of panic. 
Knowing that much of our diff- 
iculty results from fear states, it 
is necessary to educate our 
A.R.P. personnel, to what lo ex- 
pect nnd how to act, nnd how to 
demonstrate that mind is master 
of matter. 

"Leaders should be chosen be- 
cause thoy are responsible, clear 
thinking, calm and able to Inspire 
confidence and cheerful and 
ready response in their subordin- 
ates. They should know their 
work thoroughly, do It cheer- 
fully, keep culm nnd encourage 
others. The actual number of 
casualties from bombs is very 
much smaller than our daily .toll 
of automobile accidents, and wc 
think nothing of those, 

"In further organization, llason 
should bo made with tho provin- 
cial air raid authorities and such 
other Interested organizations as 
the Red Cross, fire department 
and police department. 

"The work to be covered Is ns 
follows: how lo protect buildings 
against fire; protection of per- 
sonnel from air raids; prevention 
and localization of fire; control 
of Incendiary bombs by approved 
methods (sand ami water); main- 
tenance of tho vital services! food 
supply, transportation, communi- 
cation, repair of damage, nnd 
provision of medical attention. 

"Protection of buildings against 
hlnst and suction resulting from 
Ihc explosion of high explosive 
hombs. Provision of splinter 
proof nnd #R8 proof buildings. 
Organization of our homes for 
tho prevention of fires from 
Incendiary bombs, by tho putting 
in order of our allies, and mak- 
ing them easily accessible, nnd 
also constructing safety rooms In 
tho cellars, completely equipped 
with food, water, heat, radio and 
means of exit by door or win- 
dow, Firoproofiug ns far as pass* 
Ihlo our attics, nnd removal 
therefrom of firo hazards such n» 



Democracy Was Born In 
Itaiiland, Council Told 

Members of the town council 
Were sworn in for the year 1942 
by N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk 
and solicitor, on Monday even* 
ing. 

The council consists of Mayor 
Dr. L. W. Dales, Reeve F. A. 

L u n d y, Deputy-Reeve Joseph 
Vale, Councillors A. D. Evans, J. 
L. Spillette, Arleigh Armstrong, 
Frank Bowser, A. V. Higginson 
and Wm. Dixon. 

Rev. Arthur Greer spoke a few 
words of advice and asked the 
divine blessing on the council's 
work during 1942. 

Mr. Mathews congratulated the 
members of the council on their 
re-election. 

"How do you regard your- 
selves?" Mr. Greer asked. "Do 
you regard yourself as council- 
lors of the town of Newmarket 
or as guardians of local democ- 
racy? 

"If so, do you know what 
democracy is? Could you define 
its principles? If not, It is worth 
looking into. At this moment 
fine young men are spilling their 
blood for democracy. 

"It might be of interest to you 
to know that democracy had its 
beginning in that country which 
is trying to overthrow democ- 
racy today. The Saxons, far 
enough away from Rome, tried to 
find some satisfactory way of 
ruling themselves. 

"In 449 the Saxons conquered 
Britain and look the seeds of 
democracy with them. 

"Liberty is the right of people 
to govern themselves. .-: ; * . 

"Actually democracy toad its 
source away back behind the 
days of the Angles and Saxons 
It had its foundation in the 
teachings of God. ' ' 

"It will be only as- you carry 
out God's will, that is to make 

your decisions openly, fairly and 

squarely, in the interests of the 
people and not according to any 
whims of your own, that you 
will fulfil your duty," 
. Mayor Dales then invited 11. E. 
Lambert, manager . of the Bank 
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are found in Jrnany attics. 

"Chief passive air defence is 
the black-otU \Vjttcn rriust be 
total arid complete, and the 
A.R.P. personnel will make it 
their duty to see that all houses 
and buildings arc organized in 
their locality to i extinguish all 
lights on a given signal. Win- 
dows and places where light iriny 
emanate from buildings must be 
covered with suitable black cloth 
before raids are expected, and 
A.R.P. personnel will see that the 
black-out is complete. 

"All external lighting must be 
subdued, traffic lights properly 
shaded. Movement may bo aided 
by marking roads, paths nnd 
danger points with whitewash or 
whitened posts or stones, reflect- 
ors or well-screened lights. 

"All inflammable material 
should be removed from build- 
ings to a safe place, and Import- 
ant papers, plans and other docu- 
ments should be placed in a fire- 
proof place. 

"The safety spot in the cellar 
should be equipped with flash- 
light, axe, pliers and a bench or 
table to provide for protection 
from falling debris. 

"Shut-off volves of water, 
gas and electricity should be 
marked and a clear path to them 
maintained. 

"During a raid, in case of fail- 
ure of the water supply all bath- 
tubs, pails, wash basins, cans or 
other vessels should be left full 
of water, and a plentiful supply 
of drinking water should be kept 
in covered receptacles. 

"Boxes can be used to hold 
tilings, and as seats in the cellar. 

"During a fire, keep outside 
doors closed to prevent draughts, 
nnd if you have lo go into a 
burning room, keep as close to 
tho floor as you can. 

"Seventy-five square feet of 

surface is required pup person for 

three hours, and 160 cubic feet 
of air. 

"Necessarily, owing to conden- 
sation of space, this summary Is 
only a synopsis, and tho subject 
will be treated much more fully 
as the organization gets under 
way. 

"An air raid may be n very In- 
tense situation, but In all prob- 
ability it will bo quite short, and 
most of tho difficulty from the 
nuisance Is almost entirely men- 
tal, so If wo con cultivate a prop- 
er mental approach to tho situa- 
tion, it need hnvo no fenrs or 
difficulties that wo cannot over- 
come with n little work and a 
cheerful outlook."
